Omitting details, the main reason that 
when the depression settled down the Govern- 
ment of Australia courageously took control of 
the money supply and administered it “in terms 
of the public need.”

THE LEAGUE AND DICTATORS 

A curious argument, seeking to destroy the 
League of Nations by demonstrating its im- 
potence, has cropped up at Geneva. It has been 
urged that the absence of dictatorship nations 
is sufficient to paralyze the efficiency of collec- 
tive security and strip its decrees of any bind- 
ing sanction. By a strange abuse of logic, the 
advocates of this new thesis suggest that the 
League should curtail its operations since the 
real war-makers lie beyond its jurisdiction. 

What is the historic position of the League 
with respect to dictatorships? At its inception 
no provision was made for the representation 
of tyranny at the bar of world opinion. Presi- 
dent Wilson, General Smuts, and Viscount Cecil 
the three master spirits of the peace delibera- 
tions—constantly spoke of the new security as 
“a league of free peoples.” The American leader 
actually refused to arrange the armistice with 
Germany until she had decisively overthrown 
the Kaiser dynasty. 

Not until 1924 did Germany obtain a seat 
at Geneva, and Russia became a member only 
when Hitler, in a spasm of legitimate disgust 
t the futility of the disarmament conference, 
vithdraw his delegation from the League. If 

‘tatorshins hove rejected the covenant, they 

ve merely fulfilled, in unconscious obedience 
to the will of history, the orig'nal intentions 
of the fremers of that document 

The real cause of the League's failure con- 
sists not in the absence of dict»tors from Geneva, 
but In the abject submission of democratic coun- 
tries to their ugly militarism

TIME TO TAKE STOCK 

Mr. Loveseth, explaining why the Social 
Credit Union scheme in British Columbia was 
abandoned, says “It is inadvisable and not in the 
best interests of the Social Credit movement to 
continue his endeavors to obtain co-operation 
in this with Premier Aberhart’s 
policies.” 

This is tantamount to saying the policies of 
the Premier are not in line with Social Credit 
theory, are not preparatory to the implementing 
of that theory, and are not such as Social 
Crediters can approve.

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The Sleep Cure 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


“To cure” means “to restore to normal,” and 
from this point of view, the word cure may 
be applied to sleep, for sound, restful sleep is 
one of the greatest of all restorers, 


Inasmuch as the average person sleeps about 
8 hours out of the 24, he thus spends one third 


of his life in bed. From the 
standpoint of the length of 
time devoted to it, sleep 


holds just as important a place 
in life as work. It therefore 
becomes advisable to make 
sure that one has the best 
possible sleeping conditions, 
in order to get the greatest 
amount of good from the third 
of life which must be spent 
in this way. I am therefore going to outline 
some rules for you to follow in obtaining deep 
refreshing sleep. 

The first rule is to sleep in a double bed, if 
possible. This size bed provides sufficient space 
for moving around during the night. It is pre- 
ferable to sleep alone for when two people at- 
tempt to sleep in the same bed, the movements 
of the one are bound to disturb the other and 
slumber is not as restful as if they slept separ- 
ately. , 

When there is lack of room for a double bed, 
then a twin bed size may be used. Experiments 
have demonstrated that this bed should be 39 
inches in width. Many of the beds coming in 
the narrow sizes are either 30 or 36 inches wide 
and are too narrow. The chief objection to the 
narrow bed is that it induces a fear of falling off, 
which in turn brings about muscular tension. 


The spring on the bed should be adapted to 
the weight of the sleeper, and a coil spring 
should be given preference. This type of spring 
costs more than the link type, but on the other 
hand, it retains its shape longer, thus providing 
better sleep over a long period of time. The 
sleeper of a very slender build may find that 
the soft type of spring is the best; the average 
person sleeps best on the medium type; and the 
heavy-weight person usually finds that the hard 
type of spring provides the best rest. The mat- 
tress should be carefully selected and should not 
be too soft. You will find one of the better type 
mattresses an excellent investment as it will 
provide adequate rest and will not soon become 
lumpy. The results in the long run are thus 
more satisfactory than when one of the inex- 
pensive mattresses is used. 


For a good night’s rest the bed must be 
properly made. The bottom sheet should be 
thoroughly tucked in all way around, so that 
it presents a perfecily smooth surface. When 
the sheet wrinkles during the night this will in- 
terfere with rest. The top sheet must be tucked 
securely at the bottom, but not at the sides. 
Likewise, the blankets should be anchored 
securely at the bottom of the bed, but not tucked 
in at the sides. When the side of the blankct is 
placed under the mattress, the sleeper will be 
unable to move around freely during the night. 

The usual blanket is long enough for the 
ordinary person, but not of sufficient length for 
the very tall individual, who must choose 
whether to allow his feet to be cold at the bot- 
tom of the bed, or to allow the shoulders to 
freeze at the top. The blanket should be wide 
enough to reach at least 18 inches over the side 
of the bed. An astute department store man- 
ager once observed that the part of the blanket 
which keeps the sleeper warm is the part which 
hangs over at the side. When the blanket is too 
narrow, it will tend to slide over one side of 
the bed during the night, which means tha! the 
person sleeping in the bed will be chilled on one 
side of the body. The wide blanket may be 
draped over the form of the sleeper so that it 
may be drawn closely up against the back or 
around the shoulders. 

By using a sufficient number of woolen 
blankets you will find you have plenty of 
warmth without too much weight and that is the 
ideal arrangement. 

Observe these rules and you will be reward- 
ed better sleep.

The Passing Show

If only poor salaried folk had the same 
privilege for avoiding the tax collector as the 
banks and the wealthy textile corporations, how 
much more fair the income tax would be. 


Balance sheets supplied to shareholders 
mean little, according to the evidence given by 
some of the moguls of the textiles racket before 
the Turgeon Commission. Witnesses told of 
millions and millions of dollars of profits sulted 
away in secret reserve accounts, undisclosed on 
balance sheets and kept secret even from the 
shareholders. 

Questioned by counsel for the Commission 
on the morality of these concealed profits—con- 
cealed alike from the income tax collector and 
the shareholder—one of the witnesses defended 
the practice by saying “The banks all dc it. 
They all have undisclosed reserves.” 

Perhaps the textile moguls are right. Per- 
haps it is a wise and prudent thing to have a 
few millions of surplus profits hidden away from 
the tax collector and the shareholders, to be 
drawn on in time of need. But if the prudent 
principle is to be allowed for wealthy corpora- 
tions it should be allowed to poor clerks and 
teachers and newspapermen and the salariat in 
general. 

What would happen to one of these if he 
made a false déclaration of his income? It 
wouldn't help him to plead before the judge: 
“I was just building up a reserve against the 
contingency of illness or loss of employment. 
It's a sound business practice and all the banks 
do it.” 

He'd be lucky if he escaped with the imposi- 
tion of a money penalty. 

As a matter of fact, the government and the 
tax departments see to it that no loophole is 
afforded the members of the salaried class, Each 
employer, under pain of penalty, must supply 
to the tax departments sworn statements of 
every cent paid to each person in his employ. 
Managers of these textile corporations, while 
hiding away millions in secret reserves, were 
giving sworn divulgement of everything paid to 
their employees, so these could be mulcted to 
the last cent. 

There’s one thing for which these wealthy 
tax-dodgers are to be commended. They are 
all keenly alive to the need to save the nation 
from the menace of Socialism. 

A 
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If the heart-felt pledges of prominent Ameri- 
can Republicans are redeemed in full, Canada 
will soon have an enormous addition to its popu- 
lation. This should be very good news to the 
Conservatives in Canada, for the men and 
women who are coming to live in Canada are all 
ultra-Tories. 

At a rough calculation there are about five 
millions of well-to-do Americans from Wall 
Street and other centres of profit, who vowed 
that if Roosevelt was returned, they would sell 
up and move to Canada. 

Few of them have trades professions. 
Most of them belong to the promoter and stock- 
jobber class. Not many of them will wish to 
take up land or turn prospector. They are 
more apt at strect-trading. Most of them will 
probably finish up selling newspapers and 
matches at the street corners.

It prompts 
plutocrats from Wall Street to pledge them- 
selves-if a Democrat wins to sell everything and 
move to Canada, though everything here from 
cars to corkscrews costs about double what one 
need pay for them in United States.
